I anſwer, ifthe DoCtrine of Gamalie/did any i way bor- 
der, entrench, or confine on Phariſaical Principles, we 
might juſtly be jealous thereof : But feeing no ſuch mat- 
ter, let us not refuſe to receive a precious Pearl, though 
from the hand of the blackeſt Negro. Yea, let none think 
ſcorn to be taught by Gamaltel*s mouth, at whoſe Feet St. 
' Paul was brought up : and if any will not believe my 
Text for GamalzePs, let them believe it for God's Sake. The 
Lacedemonians had a Law, thatifa wicked man in the 
Senate chanced to give good Counſel, he was preſently to 
ſtand by, and a good Senator was to riſe up and ſpeak the 
ſame words, that ſo the Counſel might be the better re- 
liſhed, coming from a grateful Perſon. Grant Gamaliel to 
be as bad a man as Malice can ſuppoſe him, yet ſeeing Gods 
Spirit hath been pleaſed to record his Speech, with which 
Reaſon and Religion do concur, take it now as coming 
from God, and hearken to him, that he may hearken to 
YOu.

the Souls of ſorrovfull Saints with drooping diſpair. 


Solation. 


We muſt ſpend ſome time in clearing the Text from the 
Ambuſhmenr of this Objettion, for the better efte&ing 
whereof we will lay down theſe three Propoſitions. + 

Prop. 1. Wicked men may, andoften do thrive in their 
wicked Deſigns for a time. Hereof the reaſon in nature 
is this, becaulſe,though they bring a bad Caulſe,they are the 
beſt Sollicitors, ſparing neither care nor colt, nor price 
nor pains to accompliſh their wicked deſires. ' Their craCt 
Title they will fodder up with their own Induſtry : 
and to their lame Cauſe which lacks Legs, they will give 
Wings by their dayly diligence. They watch for all tides, 
and wait forall tunes, and work by all meanes, and fail 
by all winds ; each golden opportunity they cunning- 
ly court, and greedily catch, and carefully keep, and thrifty- | 
ly uſe: Ina word, they are wiſer in their generation than the 
Children of Light, Luk. 16. 8. And the reaſon in Religi- 
on why wicked men often proſper in badprojefts,is,becauſe 
Godin his Juſtice ſuffers rhem to battle therein, that they 
may be the fatter Sacrifice for his divine vengeance, lifting 
them upto caſt them:down, ſwelling fo great with their 

pood ſucceſs, they break with the Tympany of their own 
pride and preſumprion.'- - - DIS 9 
Prop. 2. Gods Servants in good deſigns have ſometimes 
for arime been unfucceſsful, witneſs the [/aclztes, Judges 
20. 21. Whoasking Councel of God, and going to War 
by his Command, were notwithſtanding twice grievoully 
beaten -by the Benjamries. - And the true reaſon. hereof 1s 
this, becauſe, though the Cauſe may\be good, yet the _w_

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of men who ſeek toadvance that Cauſe are ſinful, and God 
Juitly may, andoften doth puniſh their Sins with ill ſucceſs. 
Beſides, hereby he doth try and prove the patience of his 
Servants, whether under hope, above hope, they will rely. 
on his proteCQtion in the midlt of all extremities. 

Prop. 3. Though ſlowly, yet ſurely,though late, yet at laſt 
good deſigns ſhall be ble{t,and bad deſigns finally confound- 
ed. The true reaſon hereof is founded in Gods juſtice, to 
whom it is eſſential to reward piety,and puniſh profannelſs. 
So then though bad deſigns may bait at ſucceſs, they ſhall 
lodge at confuſion. But if any man ask me when this ſhall 
be done,I anſwer with our Saviour to his Diſciples, As 1.7. 
It is not for you to know the times or ſeaſons which the Father hath 
put in his own power. And you may obſerve Gamaliels words 
1a my Text to be without date, ſhall come to ought, without 
ſpecifying or noting any ſet time. Let this ſerve to give to 
the ſober ſatisfaCtion, and to the curious a ſurfeit, though 
not without ſome waiting, yet without any failing, wicked 
projeCts {hall periſh : but how long it ſhall be before they 
periſh, I cannot tell you, becauſe my Text hath not told me ; 
that it ſhall be, we know, when it ſhall be, God knows, For 
if this Connfel or this work be of Ment will, &c. 

_ Do#rine. The ſtaple Dottrine is this, What i nought in 
the begmming, will be certainly nought in the end, Andit is 
worth our obſerving the yariety of ways whereby the Plots 
of wicked men come to confuſion : ſometimes out of ficle- 
neſs and inconſtancy they deſert their own deſigns, or elſe 
out of deſpair to ſucceed, they deſiſt from their intentions. 
Sometimes they ſtart ? many Plots at once, that they hunt 
none at all : but the plenty of their projets ſupplant and 
confound one another. Sometimes the means that they 
relie on fails, and then down tumbles the ſtately ſtructure 


of their defigns, burying the Builders under the ruines 
B thereof

chercof. Sometimes the principal Plotter 1s cut off, and 
then he loſing his head, the reſt loſe their hearts, and are ut- 
terly diſcomfited : as in the Rebellion of Sheba. Sometimes 
2 cauſeleſs qualm of Cowardize comes over their Soul ( as 
over the Aramites Army, 2 Kings 7.7.) fancying Fears to 
themſelves, and then fearing their own Fancies, they fly 
when none purſues, and are afraid to overtake themſelves. 
Sometimes they are ſplit on Rocks by the tempeſt of their 
own fury, graſp all and hold nothing, and run themſelves 
out of breath with their own violence, Sometimes they 
fall out among themſelves, crumbling into Fration and 
FaQtions, and to ſave others the pains, ſheath their Swords 
in themſelves, as the Moabites, Ammonttes, and Edomites did, 
2 Chron, 20. 23. Sometimes they come to deſtruCtion, be. 
cauſe they come to deſtruQion : no viſible reaſon can be 
rendred thereof, we ſee it done, but cannot ſee whodoth it. 
Sometimes God puts his hand miraculouſly out of Heaven, 
and with the leaſt joynt of his little finger; cruſheth theſe 
moths to nothing, as in 88, and the Powder-Treaſon. 
Andas by ſundry ways, ſo alſo at ſeveral times, evil 
Counſels are confounded, ſome ſooner, ſome later, as it plea- 
ſeth Divine Providence. As the dainty Dames of I/rael 
were threatned to eat their own Children when but a ſpan 
long,ſo ſome are forced to eat not onlytheir own words,but 
their own deeds when ſcarce begun, their wicked deſigns 
ſetting in the rifing, and being damb'd up in the Fountain. 
Others come to the birth, but then there is no ſtrength to 
bring forth, or elſe, they are ſtill born without life or moti- 
on, 1d thata Coffin is the firſt Cradle they are put into. 
Such as ſurvive the birth, are with the babes of Berhlehem 
made away at two years old and under. And if the wick- 
ed Project chance to be of ſo ſtronga conſtitution, as' that 
paJing through Childhood and Youth, it comes to mans E-

ſtate, then the Plague denounced againſt the houſe of E/, 
fallsuponit, x Sam. 2.32. There ſhall zot be an old man in

Yea, ( may ſome ſay ) ſome wicked deſigns have arrived at 
4 wondrous age. What ſay you of the Opinions of Popery? weri- 
ly I ſay unto you that Methuſelah with all his years was not ſo old 
as four of them, twelve hunared years and upwards many 
of them have laſted. And at this very day the maintainers thereof 
flouriſh in all proſperity. Begin at Spain, then go by France,paſs 
over Germany, compaſs Poland, return through Hungary, and 
end atltaly, and you ſhall find [cores of Countreys, hundred of Ci- 
ties, thouſands of Towns, millions of men, all zealows of the Po.
